Claims 53-89 are pending. 
Claims 53, 65, and 86-88 are rejected. 
Claims 54-64, 66-85 and 89 are objected. 
Amendments are entered. 

All the rejections are withdrawn because claims are canceled and new claims are 
added to overcome the rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102
